About the quarterly shake-up, the chief 
has nothing definite to say at present. He 
said to a reporter of The Constitution last 
night that he would change all the offic ers 
and nearly all the men from oue wate 
to another as has been the custom ev aa 
four months in the past. 

Hitherto, these changes have been made, 
it is said, by suggestions and requests 
from the police commissioners and this 
time tbe chicf will “go it alone.” S> 
this quarterly change is looked upon with 
unusual scrutiny by the department. 

In a few é€ays the chief will issue an 
order and the proposed changes will be 
public.

See 
civil code 2883. Had the framers of the con- 
stitution intended for a different rule to apply 
to the debt of the state such intention would 
have been made effective by the use of similar 
words as those used in the very next para- 
graph relative to the sinking fund. There is 
no clause of the constitution which limits 
the construction of the particular words in 
question to the principal of the bonded debt, 
and in the absence of such a clause it surely 
would be unwise to place a construction upon 
them that would violate their plain meaning 
and require the hoarding in the treasury for 
years the proceeds arising from time to’ time 
from the sale of public property to await the 
maturity of the bonds or else force the pay- 
ment of a high premium for their retirement 
before maturity. As indicated by the dis- 
cussion concerning it in the convention there 
were two purposes whtich actuated the inser- 
tion of this provision. It was contended, first, 
that it would improve the state’s credit fo 
pledge all of her property for the payment of 
the bonded debt, and, second, that it might 
be easier to get the legislature to appropriate 
without proper consideration money arising 
from the sale of public property than it would 
money raised by taxation. See ‘‘Small’s De- 
bates,’’ pages 310 and 311. To hold that the 
words ‘‘bonded debt’’ include the interest due 
thereon as well as the principal does not mill- 
tate against either of these purposes. 

Whilst this paragraph is legislative in its 
character and self-executing it should be con- 
strued in connection with paragraph I1, sec- 
tion 7, article 3, which provides that no money 
shall be. drawn from the treasury except. by 
appropriation made by law. See 68 Ga. 7Il.
